Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 24.—^By a 
vote of 91 to 2 the Indianapolis 
finance board bill was killed in the 
house this afternoon.

GERMAN LOSS ALSO HEAVY^ 


Attack on Russian Position Costs Many 
Lives. 


Paris, Feb. 24.—At least 60,000 men 
were lost by tho Germans in their at- 
tack on the Russians on their positions 
in the Kawka river and the region of 
Bojimow and Gembenen, according to 
Ludovio Navdeau, the Journal's corre- 
spondent, who witnessed the operations. 
He considers the general sitiuitíon high- 
ly favorable to the Eussians and says: 
"The Germans are being 
gradually 
but implacably worn down. 
Whether 
they attack or merely defend themselves 
their armies melt away from day to 
day. 
Their feverish activity and their 
frightful sacrifice of lives 
show 
they 
realize they are flghting against time." 


ANOTHER AMERICAN LOST. 


London, Feb. 24.—Another American 
steamer, the Carib, has been destroyed 
by a mine off the German coast, while a 
third Norwegian steamer, the Regin, has 
been torpedoed or destroyed by a mine 
off Dover. In the case of the Begin, all 
the crew were saved by British deatroy- 
crs, and although not stated in the dis- 
patches from Berlin it is believed that 
the crew of the Carib also escaped. 


Thus, neutral states continue to be 
the greatest sufferers from the mine and 
submarine warfare. 
It is considered 
possible, however, that one or two Brit- 
ish steamers have suffered a 
similar 
fate, one being overdue and anothsgr ba- 
iog reported blown up off Rye.

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Manila, Feb. 24.—Four hundred mem- 
bers of the Indian regiment which re- 
volted at Singapore on Feb. 15 have been 
killed as well as seven German prison- 
ers from the detention camp who joined 
the natives when offered their freedom, 
according to reports 
of the 
uprising 
brought here by passengers from Singa- 
pore. 


The mutineers are said to have killed 
all their officers save the colonel and 
then attacked civilians, several of whom 
were killed, including one woman. Tha 
revolt began without warning. Half of 
the Fifth light infantry of Bengalese 
on their way to Egypt, numbering 500, 
suddenly 
attacked 
and 
subdued 
the 
other half. 


Reports brought here are to the ef- 
fect that the rebellious 
troops killed 
none of their comrades except officers, 
including natives. 
They then attacked 
the houses of civilians, according to the 
stories, killing men but 
sparing 
tha 
women and children, who sought refuge 
on the transport Nile lying in the har- 
bor. 


Tho mutineers offered freedom to all 
Germans in thé detention 
camp 
who 
would join them. 
Only

of the 
prisoners accepted their proposal, the 
others preferring to remain where they 
were.

Before we allow ourselves to be thrown into a panic 
by tfie sulking of American merchantmen which strike 
mines while navigating the perilous waters adjacent to 
tlie European belligerents, let us remember that the 
chance of disaster is one which the ^imerican ship-owners 
voluntarily take.

That this princii^le is recognized by ship-owners is 
shown by the attitude of the company which owned the 
Evelyn. The management has announced that no protest 
will be made because the risk was one which the company 
took—and lost. The use of mines as protection in time 
of war appears to be pretty generally sanctioned by rec- 
ognized methods of warfare. The wa.y to avoid theiu 
with certainty is to keep out of the fields in which they 
are laid. 


It is gratifying to note that the supreme court has 
upheld the validity of the Washington statute forbidding 
the editing of any i^aper "tending to encourage disrespect 
for the law." Too many American publications in the 
hands of wild-eyed fanatics have railed and ranted at law 
and order and incited irresponsibles to rebel against any 
order of affairs which does not embody their visionary 
views.

After his graduation from John Hopkins he "went west" and became _a 
newspaper reporter. 
A few years later he was editing a progressive paper in 
Raleigh, N. C., and advocating the "new.south" movement.

ing business under the firm name of Doubleday, Page and company.

the child, says Jennie, the doctor pre- 
pared, to leave for riymouth and wa.s 
told by Glass that in the event that th'i 
baby died he was going to bury it In 
the yard so that neighbors would know 
nothing of it. 


"It was some time after tho doctor 
had gone that Ora made his mother go 
upstairs," says Jennie, "and 
then 
ho 
came to the bed and took 
the

away from me. When I cried he told 
me to keep quiet. Then he threw my 
baby on the other bed in the room and 
crammed a pocket handkerchief in its 
mouth and strangled it. 
He threatened 
that if I ever told what he had done he 
would blow my head off with a gun. 
After that he put the dead baby back 
in bed by mj' side and made me promise 
I would tell folks I found it dead by 
mv side when I awoke. After that he 
called his mother down stairs and I 
told her what he had made me promise 
to say." 


Jennie says that the day following 
the strangling of the child Glass called 
Dr. Eley over the telephone, told him 
the child was dead and asked him to 
come out, but that the doctor refused 
to do so. 
Another physician was called 
and he came out and gave a burial cer- 
tificate. 


Mrs. Baird's Story. 


Mrs. Baird, mother of Jennie, says 
that the first she knew that all was not 
well with her 
daughter 
was 
when 
neighbors of the Glass family at Twin 
Lakes called her over the long distance 
telephone and advised her to come over 
there. 
These informants told her that 
doctors had been at the Glass home and 
that Ora and Mrs. Glass would permit 
none of the neighbors to come in the 
house. 


"I left Fort Wayne for Twin Lakes 
on- Friday, February 12, the day after 
the baby was born," says IMrs. Baird, 
"When I got to the Glass homo I found 
my little girl near death for want of 
care during the terrible ordeal through 
which she had passed. 
In bed with her 
and covered with a Vomfort and blanket 
was the body of her dead baby. 
The 
baby's neck was black and had on it 
what seemed to be finger marks. From 
its appearance I am sure that no one 
had given it any such care as is due the 
dead after the little thing had died. 
When I asked why.it had not been 'laid 
out' Glass and his mother told me they 
had not had time to do that. 
I then 
performed that task myself., 


Glass Takes Body to CenMtery. 


"The next day, Saturday, Glass took 
the baby in his buggy and with his 
mother drove to. a cemetery, .where they 
buried it themselves.

To the residents of Fort Wayne few 
sights during the last few months of 
bad weather arc more familiar than that 
an overloaded horse Avhich has fallen 
down owing to the slippery streets. 


The sight of a fallen horse is always 
a pathetic one. 
The futile struggles of 
the poor beast to rise, often assisted 
by the well directed kicks' of unfeeling 
bystanders and finally the stripping off 
of the hanicss, baciilng of the wagon 
and tile ultimate restoration of the ani- 
mal to liis feet, Avhere he stands trem- 
bling and physically unfit for further 
exertion. 
Humane persons have long 
dejdored the evil, but the remedy has 
been hard to find. 


Snow is the horse's worst enemy. His 
feet speedily get balled up with cakes 
of ice, rendering his foothold so pre- 
carious that the least slip or stimible 
causes his downfall, and the best appli- 
ances yet invented appear futile to pre- 
vent this. 


Not until the advent of the 
auto- 
truck did any real solution offer itself., 
but here again a point of real econom- 
ic superiority 
is demonstrated 
quite 
apart from the humanitarian side of the 
question. 


ITiere aro very many days in the av- 
erage winter Avhen it is almost impos- 
sible for the horse to leave his stable 
and even when weather conditions do 
not preclude this, his ability' is badly 
hampered by the state of the streets 
which frequently prevents his operat- 
ing more than tlie lightest of loads and 
this at walking pace,While in outlying 
districts his efforts are absolutely use- 
less to cope with the deep-lying snow 
or the glassy slipperiness of the icy 
covered roads. 


Every truck oSvner knows this and 
has had to face the problem of a bam 
full of hmigi-y horses, literally "eating 
their heads off" and not earning a penny 
between them. 


It is a peculiar irony that just when 
the horse is least used, his upkeep is 
the most expensive. 
Extra food and 
clothing are as necessary to his winter 
comfort and well-being as to those of 
the human individual and here again is 
an economical advantage of the motor 
truck. "No work, no food" being a per- 
fectly agreeable proposition Avhich no 
truck worthy the name has ever been 
known to "balk" at. 


The operating cost or ton-mileage of 
a motor truck, is strictly in accordance 
with the actual work performed. 
Idle 
days are few and cost nothing for up- 
keep. 
Several tnicks may be kept in 
the space previously occupied by less 
than half their number of horsed ve- 
hicles, to say nothing of the room tak- 
en up by the storage of hay, corn, etc., 
a serious item in crowded cities. There- 
fore, although We may deplore the pass- 
ing of the hor.se on purely sentimental 
grounds, it 


is difTicult for ^he humani- 
tarian t() find any valid objection to his 
supercession by the motor truck. 


From an efficiency point of view, the 
advantages are all one way. 
Winter 
has no terrors for the truck owner and 
the sight of an overloaded horse strug- 
gling and floundering through snow and 
ice, panting and straining at his load, 
is not such a plennant on© that we 
should wish to see it perpetuated. 


There is little room for the pictur- 
esque in the modern world of business 
and although from a strictly artistic 
standpoint the horse is undoubtedly a 
more beautiful object; than the motor 
truck, yet his beauty is sadly at a dis- 
count when harnessed to a heavy load, 
he unavailingly struggles to cop© with 
weather conditions far beyond his ca- 
pacity.

Next to punctures, valve trouble is 
perhaps the most annoying.- A badly 
fitted or a worn air check has been the 
cause of the ruin of many 
valuable 
tires, when a little care in fitting: or five 
cents invested in a new check would 
have prevented it. 
Motorists 
should 
carry a suppl.y of these checks in their 
tool kit. Perhaps the trouble is caused 
by the valve base being loose, a thread 
spoiled, a grain of du.st in the valve or 
a little gravel in the casing.' Any one 
of the^e little things 
in 
usually the 
cause of big damages to tires. 


Running on a fla.t tire, paying no at- 
tention to cuts and damaged, places in 
the tires and overloading are the results 
of carelessness and can be overcome by 
the use of some "common sense." 


li there is any doubt reearding tire 
trouble, the proper size of tires to use 
under ccrtain conditions, the .amoiuit of 
air pressure to carry, or similar ques- 
tions, one should consult a competent 
tire man and follow his advice.

^\lierever a motorist is to be found, 
from the ruggcil peaks of the Rockies to 
the gumbo roads of Iowa, there is talk 
of good roads. 
This is because it is im- 
possible to regard the motor car apart 
from the road on which it runs. 


Tlie 
tremendous 
imjirovement 
in 
country liighways during the past year 
is a salient but potent argument in fa- 
vor of purchasing a motor car.' 
While 
the roads of this country are still in a 
state which is far from ideal, the man 
who owns a car is no longer subject^ 
to the fear that big holes, mud. sand 
and impassable stretches 
will make a 
long tour through the coimtry imprac- 
ticable. 


Recent trips over the Lincoln 
high- 
Avay show tlie entire 
transcontinental 
road to be in excellent condition for the 
many motor tourists who v.'ill make the 
journey 
to the Pacific 
coast 
during 
1015. 
By the agitation over this single 
road: hundreds of smaller branches, or 
feeders, have been created, and iffterest 
in better roads has been engendered in 
all parts of the country. 


Americans already recognize the won- 
derful utility of the motor car both as 
a passenger car and a vehicle for haul- 
ing merchandise. 
But the country roads 
must become practically perfect 
before 
tlie public can derive the maximum of 
benefit from the automobile. 


English Roads Fine. 


In England. manv of the favorite re- 
sorts are absolutelv isolated from rail- 


ways. 
In days gone by it was custom- 
ary tfl travel to these points by coach- 
an'd-four, making

per cent, of all roads 
improved 
rank 
among the 
leaders. 
Kansas, 
whose 
roads are notably 
bad. has less 
than 
one-half of one per cent, of its roads 
improved. 


The West Is Working. 


But even in the west, Avhere distancer 
are great in proportion to the popula- 
tion, steps are l)eing taken to systema- 
tize road improvements and place the 
work im a better basis than ever be- 
fore, 
The growing interest 
in 
motor 
cars taken by residents of the rural dis- 
tricts already is showing results in many 
parts of the 
country in the form 
of 
improved higliways.

upon the number and horsepower of the 
cars to be covered. 
(2) Taxicabs, omni- 
buses, .sight-seeing automobiles and all 
automobiles for hire at stands; 
rate 
based upon the number and horsepower 
of the cars to be covered, regardless of 
horsepower. 


Commercial vehicles—Tins class 
of 
machines includes automobiles and mo- 
torcycles specially designed for trans- 
portation or delivery of goods or mer- 
chandise; rate based upon the number 
of machines to be covered regardless of 
horsepower. 


Manufacturers' and dealers' automo- 
biles, including sales agency, garage or 
sation risks. 
(1) Demonstrating and 
testing of cars of all types; rate based 
upon the number of chauffeurs to op- 
erate cars, or, upon the number of cars 
to be operated. 
(2) Alternative method 
for sales agency, garage or station risks, 
rate based upon total payroll of 
all 
employes. 
(3) Alternative' method for 
manufacturers, rate based 
upon 
the 
number of cars manufactured. 


Tenns of Policies. 


No form of automobile insurance gov- 
erned by this manual shall be written. 
The usual term of automobile insurance 
policies is one year, however, it may 
be written for less than a vear at a 
special premium rate. 
Every year that 
a car grows older the risk increases and 
the rate advances in proportion. 


Liability insurance is usually written 
for limits of $5,000 for one person or 
$10,000 for one accident. 
For higher 
limits a higher premium is 
charged. 
Liability rates do not cover any liabil- 
ity assumed by or imposed upon the as- 
sured to pay -workmen's compensation 
to chaufTeurs or other employes. 
Prop- 
erty damage limit, in most cases, is 
$1,000, with the premium increased in 
proportion to the higher limits, 
Tlie 
collision limit is the intrinsic valuo of 
the automobiles and operating 
equip- 
ment insured, there arc no higher lim- 
its. 


Policies may be cancelled by payment 
of premium on a short term basis.

which to choose. The danger is that in the multiplicity of 
remedies for flood conditions none of them will get 
'through. The legislature should avoid an outcome of that 
sort.

causes and remedies of common tire 
troubles. 


One of the principal causes of tire 


trouble is over or under inflation, one 
is as harmful as the other. The amount 
of pressure to carry in tires depends on 
the si/.e of the tires, the weight qf_the 
car, 
the load carried, road conditions 


and the season of the year. It is to 
every motorists' interest to look well 
after the air pressure in his tires. When 
a new tire is placed on your car and in- 
flated, it should be tested from time to 
time, as the tire expands, thus reducina 
the air pressure. 


Next to punctures, valve trouble is 


perhaps tho most annoying. A badly 
fitted or a worn air check lias been the 
cause of the ruin of many valuable 
tires, when a little care in fitting or five 
cents invested in a new check would 
have prevented it.
